1. Upon returning from a meeting of the Committee of Principals 
with the President on 6 April, the Director directed that the Agency 
keep a continuing watch on the proposed disarmament treaties to ensure 
that a practical solution is proposed for reasonable inspection pro- 
cedures. He wanted to make abundantly certain that in U. S. Govern- 
ment negotiations, we kept uppermost in mind the absolute necessity 
for inspection procedures which are workable and as foolproof as possible.
